How about the flesh foods? The use of 
hair tonics by a slick bald man may be 
a manifestation of pathologic but 
it is sanity as compared with the use of 
flesh foods. Absorption through the skin 
at best is poor, but there may be a little 
if the ingredients are of the right kind. 
What absorbs goes into the blood 
and away to the lungs and liver. A 
little more dirt may stop in or just under 
the skin. But none of these facts fur- 
nish any ground for thinking that a flesh 
food, when rubbed on the skin, will ab- 
sorb and will thén remain under the skin 
to fill out a wrinkle, or will prove a se- 
lective food for any tissue located just 
under the skin.

"Piano Victor in 
U.S. Supreme Court. 


Washington, D. C., April 11.—[Spe- 
cial.}—The Supreme court today re- 
fused to review the case of several 
hundred G residents of Chicago 
and its suburbs, who had sued to re- 
cover a total of $2,500,000 from the 
Steger & Sons Piano company of Ste- 
ger, Til. 

It was alleged by the plaintiffs that 
they had deposited their savings with 
the company on persuasion of the late 
John V. Steger, founder of the busi- 
ness, and his sons, Chris G. Steger 
and George F. Steger. The federal 
district court had dismissed their 
claims, holding that the bil) of com- 
plaint was defective. The plaintiffs ap- 
pealed. 

_ ‘The litigation began in 1920, when 
George F. Steger, then treasurer of the | 
piano company, was sued individually 
for claims aggregating $500,000. He 
appeared in the Cook County Probate 
court and testified that in twelve 
months bjs estate had dwindled from 
$1,500,000 to $150,000. A jury declared 
him a distracted person and appointed 
his brother, Chris, conservator of his 


estate. 

Throughout the legal battle the de- 
fense attorneys maintained that the 
acts of George Steger’ were not bind- 
ing on the company. The Greeks 
them that their money would be in- 
them that thier money would be in:

It was shown in the Probate court | 


that George. F. Steger had at times 
guaranteed ‘the men who lent him 
money interest as high as 30 per 
cent. On some occasions, in lieu of 
his notes, he gave personal ,checks 
to the Greeks. Mére than $100,000 
of these checks were impounded by 
the court. 

The estate of John V. Steger at the 
time of his death was estimated at 
more than $6,000,000. He fell into a 
goldfish pond near his plant in Steger 
in 1916 and was drowned.
